Election/Restrictions

Group IV, claim(s) 15-18 and 24-25, drawn to a cochlear electrode assembly. 
Group V, claim(s) 26, drawn to a stiffening element. 
Group VI, claim(s) 27-37, drawn to a visual inspection probe. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I is directed 
toward a stimulating device with a lumen that extends at least partially through; Group II 
is directed toward a fiber optic termination that includes a eyepiece and light; Group III
